Mr. Pavis had hia early training in journalism in 
Louisville bi'l'ore the wiir, and from tlierc he went 
to A\'«shinj,'to!i to join ilic stiitV of llir' ( 'oiifjrrssioiiiil 
Ulobe. iiuter lie wml to IMiiladi'lpiiiu, wlit're lie 
had charge of city printing for two yean and then 
moved to Dover, Del., imd \v,is placed in elijii'fie of 
statu printing, wliiih jHisition he held fur one yeur. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War, Mr. Davis en- 
listed with Company C, Second I'ennsylvaniii K'e- 
serve Corjis, hut \\;is foi-eed to retire in a short 
while on aecuiint of ill health. He ueeoiiipaiiie<l tlie 

'Army of the Potomac as war correspondent for the 
Philadelpiiia Imiuirer until .lanuar.v lS(i4. when 
he enlisted with Company L, Twentieth I'enuNyl- 
vauia Cavalry. Jle rode with the famous Sheridan 

rwd as a reward for faithful serviee and eonspic- 
nous hrnvei-y, vvas promoted to the raiik nl' Adju- 
tant, which rank he held al the time he wa.s muster- 
ed out. 

Shortly after the war he returned to Mayaville 
and after about a year spent in reading law. he 
again returned to his ehosen |)rofession and esetali- 
lished The Maysviile Uepublienn. In I8!)2, The He- 
publifaM was reor^.mi/ed into The Daily I'nlilie 
Ledger*, and UJilil IDU7 he devoted his exeejitional 
talents to the management and editorship of that 
j))ililieation. 

-Mr. Davis was a deejt slndeiit. a clear thinker 
and a writer of except ional force and felicity, and 
in the treatment of a wide range of subjects durin<r 
the years of liis e<iitorial activ ities. never f;iileil 
to show a nuisterfui grasj) of his subject nor to 
leave on the mind of his reader the impress of a 
strong personality behind the impersonality of his 
editorial pngo. 

He was a man of manly convictions, of unbend 
ing courage and passionate in his devoti^in to prin- 
ci[)les.

I'umpkin pie is, without doubt, 
the most popular of the long list 
of pics; not only do iinets sing its 
joaises but seicnlists rise in its de 
tense when other nations ridicule 
this American favorite. 

To iiial<e jiiiinpkin pie, sleain, 
instead of boiling, the pumpkin 
and when it is cool put it througli 
the vegetable press or sieve, then 
it will never be lumpy. 

For every pic allow one eiiii or 
the pumpkin, one eii]) milk, one 
.egg or the yolks of two, one tea- 
spoon of ginger, one-half t^aspoon 
ot allspice, one teaspoon of einna- 
inoii and a little salt. Sweeten 
the mi.\ture to taste. Cook this in 
a double boiler until it is a smooth, 
rich paste. Have the pastry 
shells ready, fill them and bake 
until the tilling is a rich glossy 
brown and tirm to the touch. 

This pic may be tinished with a 
meringue of whites of eggs as is 
lemon or custard pie. but this add- 
ed liiiich seems niiiieeessary. so 
good and attractive is puiupkin 
pie of itself. 

The recipe for everyday pastry

If too nuudi water is 
used the pastry will be tcuigh. The 
I xact aiiioiint of water needed 
can not be given as houu- tlour re- 
ijiiires more and some less. Roll 
the |>aKte out and spread on the 
butter, sift tlour over this and fold 
pastry it\ i-v itself. K'oll out again 
ami continue this until all the hut-

"My dear Mr. Dietrich: 

"Absence from the offloe and pres- 
sure of work haa delayed my reply to 
your letter of May 12th— a deUty which 
1 regret. 

•'Aa there la oompetitlen among in- 
dlviduala, ao, too^ ia there competi- 
tion among communities aa a result 
only that community gMa ahead which 
is composed of live, active, progres- 
shre citizens working together for the 
community good. 

'•The carefully ilirected, scientdc ef- 
forts of commercial orKanizations in 
some of ilie cities and towns of this 
coiititry have nuide it necessary for 
the husinc'ss men ot every community 
which is to Ko aliead -to ot'Kaiiize 
themselves into an association of some 
sort throuKh which to work for the 
^;i'ni'ral Kood of the community in 
Ihi y live and do business. 
"Those who have niveii soiiK- study 
to the suhje<'t are convinced that the 
proKress of any coininunity is in di- 
ii'ct ratio to the enernctie efforts of its 
business men throiiKh a community 
organisation. 

"As every community needs some 
such organisation, It followa that 
.Maysvllle needs one. It. at least, 
needs one If It Is not to be beaten in 
the competition of communities. 

"Of course, Maysvllle haa had com- 
mercial organisations and they have 
tailed to me, because they have di- 
lected their efforts almoat. If not 
wholly, to securlnK new manufactur- 
lUK establishments for the city. 

•Maysvllle is. ami so far as 1 know, 
has always been, and I believe always 
will be, an auricultural center. I do 
not lielicw iliai it will ever be a man- 
uraeturiMK ( enter.

"Therelore, the efforts of any com 
ir.eri ial orgaiiizal ion uliieli is formed 
in .\laysville should he dlreited to 
wards inereasiiiK the purchasing pow- 
er of this agricultural community 
You may already have In Maysvllle 
Farm Bureau— I do not know. If you 
have not, one ahould be establiahed by 
your commercial organisation if, and 
as soon aa, you organise it. The pur- 
pose of these bureaus is to secure and 
distribute to interested farmers the 
latest obtainable Information concern- 
ing agricultural methods, thereby in 
creasing the quality, quantity and 
value of the farm products. As 
natural result, the purchasing power 
of the farmitifj community is Increased 
and BO the town prospers. 

".As I look back iipoti them, the old 
Tobacco Fairs in .Maysville were of 
piculiar value to the town. .Not, at 
all, because tliey increased the num 
her of persons in town for that day 
and so luouuht in neu' nidiiey. That 
resiill was only of temporary valuf 
There was. however, n result of per- 
manent value. In that the farmers 
Were f;iveM a certain incentive to prO' 
(luce, from year to year, tobacco of 
better (luuliiy. 

••Farm Bureaus, such as I have 
spoken of, have been operated sue 
cessfully In many towns situated as is 
Maysville. 

"Through the united aetlon of tho 
business men of the town, such af- 
fairs as 'Dollar Days,' 'Buy in Mays- 
ville' daya, 'Trade at Home ' days, 
<;oud be successfully conducted, both 
in the spring and fall. The purpose 
of siK h movements, of course, v\oiild 
be to induce the persons residing In 
the country surroundin;: .\la\s\ille to 
do their shopping In the town. If the 
merchants of the town would tak( 
Buch a movement seriously, offer 
merchandise at the rinhl prices, ad- 
vertise properl>. ainl render the |irop- 
er service, the benrliis would far ex- 
ceed what till' iiiercliaius would, at 
this time, he willinu to urant. 

••Other lines of activity looking to 
iiakiiin Maysville a better place in 
which to live and do business would 
very naturally suggest themselves to 
the orgaiiizution If its members would 
wive serious service on Its committees 
and governing boi^rd. Finally, such 
an organisation would offer the nm- 
cliinory through which could be ob- 
tained an expreaalon of tho views of 
the business and profeasional men of 
the town on any subject of local, atate 
or national Importance. 

"Such organisations are successfully 
operated in cities not much, if any 
larger than .Maysvllle. For example, 
there was recently conducted a cam- 
paimi for the purpose of organizing a 
commercial orRanlBation In Miami, 
Kla The po|iulation of .Miami, uc- 
(onliiiK to the last census, was ,'i.4Tl 
I am told that the cilv's population is 
ueliially larger than the flunre kIviii 
by the CeiisuK lliiieaus ,l)ut that its 
|ii I niain'iit i i'siileijla do not exceed 
lii.iMM). .\s a result of that campaign 
5t>5 nii'inher.-i were ohl allied for the 
orKunlzatioti. the unnuul dues heini/ 
$L'f> .Miami has today a commercial 
organlzution equipped with the prtijier 
nuusblnery and with the necessary 
means to promote Its wholesale and 
retail trade, its tourist business and 
its agricultural intersts. H the or- 
ganisation avoids the mistake ot ex- 
pending its energy on the location of 
Industries. It will auoeeed. 

"In Bumberless other eltiea through- 
out the country, about the same size 
as Maysville, there are organizations 
having an annual income of tS,000 per 
year and upwards These organiza- 
tions generally devote their efforts to 
promoting the wholesale and retail 
trade of their towns and to the l)etler- 
Dient of conditions In the Hurroiiuil- 
liiK uKriculturul country. The annual 
dues of Miemix rs vary from |13 to 
about |Tr, per >ear. 

In Maysvllle probably $4.(iOii to 
$!i,uiiu per year would be reiiulrcd for 
the successful operation of Its com- 
mercial urganisatlon. The organiza- 
tion can not hope to Uve unless it has 
a secreury who haa given some study 
ta Ike msthods of soroeBsfully uper- 
Med aaaiBMroia) Organisations. A 
jrooag aMta with llogitad axperieaise 



rould probably be obtained for from 
11,200 to 11,600 per year. In addition 
to his salary, there would' be the salary 
of a stenographer or two, necessary 

travelluK expenses nnd other office ex- 
penses. Four to live thousand dollars 
should, however, cover the cost of o| 
eiHiitiK u Buoeeaaful organisation 

the town. 

"The (lues (iimlit to vary in proiior- 
tlon to the benelits a member could 
leasonably be expected (o obtain from 
the work of the organizution. The big 
Store should certainly contribute more 
than the small store. If annual oon- 
ttlbutlons were sought from the mem- 
bers of, say $10 to 160, the necessary 
funda would quickly be raised. 

"In order that the organisation have 
a chance to show its worth, each 
member should pledge himself to con- 
tinue his support for not less than 
three years. 

"Memberships should be sought 
from firms, indivlduala and corpora- 
tions. 

"Re a little careful In dealing with 
so-called organization experts. Be 
sure your man is an expert— and then 
be sure that he is accustomed to car- 
rying nut his contraeta. Look up his 
record.
